Overboard, But Chill Water 
Gave Him New Lease on Life

Aboard U. S. Naval Vessel off 
North China — 
There 
are 
hundreds of sailors on this ship, 
bul one lying in Ihe sick bay knows 
besl Ihe full sweetness of life. He 
knows because only a few hours 
ago he tried to kill himself. 


And now he wants to live for- 


cve>r. 


He is a moody man of 
about 


,'JU, whose; job was to help handle 
ship slores. Only a few days ago 
he was given a summary ' court- 
martial aflcr an inventory showed 
him short a few cases of beer. He 
received a small fine and was re- 
stricted to the ship for 20 days. 


The penalty was light, but 
brooded about, it constantly. 


lie 
He 


felt himself disgraced in Hie eyes 
of other men, and the 
situalion 


became intolerable to his 
ovcr- 


wruup.ht mind. He decided suicide 
was his only way oul. 


He didn'l waul to make a mess 


of himself. He justed wanled to 
disappear utterly, to vanish from 
the ship without leaving a trace, 
ancl take his troubles into death's 
darkness wilh him. 


During Ihe morning he walked 
lo Ihe aflcr deck and stared into 
tho water for a long time, fasci- 
nated by Ihc foamy wake streak- 
ins away beneath.

The former convict, furloughed 
lasl July from the Oklahoma peni- 
tentiary after serving 18 years for 
murder, suffered in addition to his 
internal hurls « fractured left leg, 
scalp and hand lacerations.
